Wreckage Burned So Fiercely That 
Relief Parties Could Do Nothing.

Detroit, Mich., November 28.—When 
pight fell d6ver the scene of yesterday's 
awful calamity on the Wabash railroad, 
pear Seneca, Mich., those who had been 
Investigating the disaster had found 
nothing to alter their estimate of about 
eighty lives lost as a result of the colll- 
gion. Superintendent George M. Burns, 
of the division on which the wreck oc- 
curred, insists that the estimates are. too 
high. | 

“] do not consider.’ said he, “‘that the 
total death list will exceed twenty.” 

However, in support of the larger esti- 
mates, it is poinfed out that there are 
now f@urteen passengers known to be 
dead. The bodies of eight of these have 
been recovered, and it is considered that 
the fragments of other bodies now in the 
morgue at Adrian will accoun; for many 
more than the twelve dead necessary to 
make up Superintendent Burns’ estimate 
oi twenty. In addition to the compara- 
tively few fragments récovered and sent 
to the morgue those who were early on 
the scene say that many more pieces 
were discovered which crumbled to pow- 
der while they were being removed. 

Superintendent Burns said to the As- 
sogated Press tonight that he was BR J 
able to tell the exaep ptimeker of Halian 
emigrants aboard train No. 1%, bet 
thought that there were not more than 
fifty. Passengers on the train and a 
number of those who were early on the 
Scene dispute this and say the number 
Was nearer eighty. 

Engineer Not Yet Arrested. 

Superintendent Burns has received no 
report yet from Ticket Collector Eames, 
of train No. 13, who probably knows 
hearer than any one else the numter of 
Italians on the train.

gin an inquest into the disaster tomor- 
row morning. 

All the jurors are prominent in the 
business affairs of the little city of Adri- 
an. No steps have been taken as yet to- 
Ward the arrest of Engineer Strong, 
wlom Superintendent Burns says is re- 
sponsible for the ccllision and holocaust. 

The scene of the holocaust presented a 
bleak and desolate appearance this 
morning. Strewn along both sides of 
the track for 500 feet were car wheels, 
brake beams and such other parts of the 
wrecked coaches as would not burn. En- 
&uss & and 609 were lying in the ditca 
on the right hand of the road, veritable 
scfap neaps. Broken cars, some of them 
daubed with the blood of their last oc- 
Cupants, were scattered about and be- 
ing used as cushions by those huddled 
around the open fires and about the 
scene. 

Farmers living in the vicinity came to 
the scene, in many cases bringing their 
Wives and families with them. After 
Viewing the debris scattered along the 
track they would walk through the fields 
to the house where Giovanni Folonora, 
One of the emigrants, who escaped from 
one of the burning cars, was tossing 
ree &@ bed and muttering in his native 
Ongue.

BLAZING COMET 


LIGHTING SKY 


United States Weather Man 
at Chicago Discovers the 
Fiery Visitor. 


IT IS SLOWLY MOVING / 


It Seems To Be Going Away from 


the Earth—The Head and 
Tail Are Plainly Visi-* 
ble to the Naked 


Eye. 


Chicago, November 28.—A comet was 
visible here in the southern sky this 
evening. Its position was viewed from 
the auditorium in which the United 
States bureau is situated and was about 
ten degrece® southeast from the zenith. 

It was difficult to judge of its length 
for the reason that it was pointed direct- 
ly upward and was apparently going 
from the earth, but Professor Cox, in 
chargeof the bureau, said that in his 
judgment it was about two degrees long. 

“I am not an astronomer,” said Profes- 
sor Cox, ‘“‘but I feel very positive that it 
Was a comet. It was plainly visible at 
5:30 o'clock and we could see it at 7 
o'clock, when it became invisible on ac- 
count of the increasing haze. All the 
men in the office here saw it. It could 
not have been a meteor, for it remained 
practically in the same position during 
the entire time it was visible, and no 
meteor would have done that. Its ap- 
parent immovability shows, too, that it 
was at a great distance from the earth. 
There was a head which was plainly vis- 
ible to the naked eye and still more ap- 
parent when viewed through a_ glass. 
There was also a well defined tail.”’ 

The comet was seen by many people on 
the streets as well as by the officials at 
the weather bureau. 

So strange and unusual was the ap- 
pearance that it could not be acounted 
for definitely by local astronomers. It 
furnished no end of speculation for the 
public and the weather bureau and news- 
paper offices were besieged with anxious 
inquiries and requests for some explana- 
tion of the phenomenon. Some authori- 
ties were inclined to think that it was a 
streamer from the aurora borealis, or 
northern lights. There were some who 
decided that it was a fantastic display of 
the rays of the moon deflected by the 
broken clouds and heavy, moist atmos- 
phere and smoke hanging over the 
earth. All agreed that it was a most 
unusual spectacle. 

“It is almost certain that it was a 
streamer of the aurora borealis,’ said 
Professor George W. Hale, of the Yerkes 
observatory, Lake Geneva, Wis., who 


was spendgding ‘Thanksgiving in Chicago. 


“So far south, however, such manifesta- 
tfons of the northern lights are extreme- 
ly unusual].,’’ 

Profesor George W. Hough, of the ob- 
servatory at Northwestern university, 
commenting upon a description § given 
him, said: 

“Tt may have been a reflection of the 
lights of the city, or it may haye been 
a searchlight reflected in the clouds and 
heavy atmosphere. Such things are al- 
together possible. It would hardly be 
the aurora borealis, since the northern 
lights would not be apt to be seen so 
far south without brilliant manifestations 
to the north also. A comet would not 
make so sudden an appearance. If a 
comet were headed north we should have 
had telegraphic reports concerning it 
from South America before it would have 
time to reach here. A comet would also 
be seen to move.”’ 
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a bridge right ahead, and I did not want 
to fall in that, so | waited until we were 
past it and fell.

Superintendent Burns today said that 
Engineer: Strong, of train No. 4, was re- 
sponsible. 

‘His orders,’’ said he, ‘‘clearly directed 
him to pass train 13 at Seneca. He evi- 
dently forgot them, for he did not. stop 
there, and the collision resufted,”’ 

Engineer Parks, of the rear engine of 
train No. 13, has his leg broken and face 
cut. He describes the collision as fol- 
lows: 

“We had orders to meet No. 4 at Seneca, 
and were running about 30 miles an hg ir. 
The track is straight for several miles, 
and I could see the headlight of No. 4 
coming when we were about 3 miles west 
of Sand Creek. I put on the airbrakes, 
and the shock came befere Ll had time to 
jump. 

“The three engines all piled up togeth- 
er. I was thrown through the roof ov 
window of the cab. The engine on train 
No. 4 fell to the south and our two piled 
up together. I picked myself up on the 
bank and then another man crawled up 
to me. It was Engineer Work. Both our 
firemen must have been killed.”’ 


Loss of Life One Hundred. 

The official list of the dead given to lo- 
cal papers shows the names of but ten 
dead and forty-eight injured, but Detroit 
newspaper men who were at the scene of 
the wreck and talked with survivors of 
both trains say that the official list does 


gers nor evidence of the horrible loess of 
life which they witnessed at the spot 
where the accident occurred. 

The Free PPress tomorrow will say that 
the loss of life was in round numbers one 
hundred and that the statements made 
by Italian emigrants in train No. 13 bear 
out this claim. These emigrants say 
that there were 125 of their nationality 
on the train and that only about twenty- 
five of them escaped. While there are 
only ten of them known to be dead, it is 
asserted that the other ninety were com- 
pletely incinerated, and that with the re- 
moval of the wreckage the bodies crum- 
bled to dust, which was scattered by the 
wind which swept over the _ coun- 
try. If the names of these dead 
are ever known it will be when 
friends make inquiry for them, and in 
many instances this seems highly im- 
probable. ,

Government and Rebel Leaders | 


Reach Agreement with For 
eign Representatives 


AWFUL LOSS INFLICTED 
ON GOVERNMENT FORCES 


At One Point on the Railroad Piles 
of Corpses Provented the Pass- 
age of the Trains—Bitter 
Feeling Against 
Americans. 


Colon, Colombia, November 28.—Gen- 
erals Alban and Jeffries arrived here to- 
day and were received at the railroad 
station by the guards of the United 
States gunboat Machias and the British 
second class cruiser Tribune. 

"A conference was held between liberal 
and conservative representatives and the 
officers commanding the foreign war- 
ships on board the Marietta. 

The commanding officers of the Ma- 
rietta, of the British cruiser Tribune and 
of the French cruiser Suchet, and Lieu- 
tenant Commander McCrea, of the Ma- 
chias, and Captain Perry, of the Iowa, 
were present, as were Generals: Alban 
and Jeffries, representing the govern- 
ment of Colémbia, and Senor La Rosa, 
secretary of General Domingo Diaz, who 
represented the liberal party of Colombia. 

No information of the result of this 
conference has been made public and 
none of the details of the understanding 
arrived at has leaked out.” It can be said 
upon the best authority, however. that 
the liberals will surrender Colon tomor- 
row to the government authorities. 

United States marines guard Colon to- 
night. Many unreliable statements con- 
cerning the terms of surrender are cur- 
but the only men” “tIn- 
formed in this regard refuse to answer 
questions. 

Colon is quiet, but much anxiety pre- 
vails, 

Railroad Blocked by Corpses. 

The government forces, 300 strong, un- 
der General Alban, on reappearing at 
Buena Vista Wednesday afternoon, 
opened fire on the liberal forces under 
Colonel Barrera. The latter were not en- 
irenched, but, having the choice of 
ground, occupied the top of a small hill 
at Buena Vista. The fighting, which 
was of the most savage nature, lasted 
until 5:30 p. m. without stopping, when 
the government forces, owing to the 
great loss they had sustained, were com- 
pelled to give way and retreated toward 
Frijolos. Over 100 men were killed or 
wounded, the bodies lying all along the 
railroad. <A train reaching Buena Vista 
was unable to pass owing to a pile of 
corpses blocking its passage. About 
twenty wounded men were taken to Pan- 
ama on the evning train. 

The liberal loss was again insignificant. 
It is said to be less than a dozen men. 

The liberals at Colon are once more 
jubilant, owing to the fact that General 
Alban’s forward march has been stopped, 
coupled with reasonable hopes that Gen- 
eral Domingo Diaz, with the reinforce- 
ments of liberals from Chorrera will soon 
arrive on the scene of action and attack 
General Alban in the rear. This has 
changed the aspect of affairs at Panama. 
Reinforcements of government troops in 
small batches have been joining General 
Alban continually. 

The leading merchants of Colon called 
on the United States and Britis@ consul4 
Tuesday to ascertain what stepes were to 
be taken to protect the town from possi- 
ble violence should the state of affairs 
become more critical. They were as- 
sured that marines from the warships 
would, in case of necessity, be landed to 
protect life and property. 


Situation Very Dangerous. 


Washington, November 28.—Naval offi- 
cers here are disconcertéd at the ill 
feeling existing toward Captain Perry at 
Panama because he will not allow the 
railway to be used for the transportation 
of armed troops. After a careful exami- 
nation of the precedents and the treaty 
under which the United States is now 
made absolutely responsible for the safety 
of traffic across the isthmus, they de- 
clare that Captain Perry h¢4i no alterna4 
tive. Had he allowed the Coiomblan guv- 
ernment forces to use the road on the 
Panama end as they desired, he mus of 
necessity have yielded the same right to 
the liberals who hold the Colon end of 
the line. The result would inevitably 
have been conflicts, and the provisional 
line would prevent the free transit that 
Captain Perry is there to maintain. 
Therefore, his attitude is held by the 
navy department to be entirely correct. 

However, the fact is recognized that 
the situation is dangerous from an inter- 
national point of view, and it is hcged 
the pressure will be relieved speedily by 
the transfer of active military operations 
to some other field not near the Panama 
railway. 

Secretary Long today received the fol- 
lowing cablegram from Captain Perry, 
commanding the United States forces on 
the isthmus: 

“Panama, November 28.—Secretary of 
the Navy, Washington: Parties fought 
yesterday near Buena Vista.

A Victory for Georgia. 

Considering the superior weight of Au- 
burn. which was a thing manifest even 
to the casual observer, the result amount- 
ed to a victory for the team from Athens.

Requisition Papers Are Sent to 
“Sherman, Texas, for the 
Escaped Murderer, 


ATLANTA FUGITIVE SAID 
TO HAVE BEEN IDENTIFIED 


Slayer of Forrest Crowley May Yet 
Get His Punishment—How 
Sheriff Nelms Learned 
of His Supposed 
Whereabouts. 


Will Myers may soon be brought back 
to Georgia to be hanged for the murder 
of Forrest Crowley. 

Governor Candler on Monday issued a 
requisition for the return to Georgia of 
Myers, who escaped from the Fulton 
county jail six years ago while under 
sentence to be hanged for that murder. 

The papers were forwarded Monday to 
Sheriff Shrewberry, of Sherman, Tex, 
near which place the Atlanta fugitive is 
supposed to be located. No information 
has, as yet, been received indicating 
whether the arrest has been made. 

Information to the effect that Myers 
is in Texas was received about the mid- 
dle of last week by Sheriff Nelms, and 
several communications have since been 
received and sent by him. The matter 
has been worked quietly, however, but 
it has been known for a day or two that. 
the extradition papers had been issued. 
A letter was firat received from Sheriff 
A. P. Pearce, of TaHahassee, Fla., asking 
if the reward for the capture of Myers 
was still in effect and requesting that a 
picture and description of the escape be 
furnished him. — 

In answer to the request Sheriff Nelms 
} gent a photograph and description, ‘and 
lin reference to the reward stated that 
the office was not in possession of any 
tacts further than that the $500 offered 
by the present sheriff was still in effect; 
aiso, that he presumed the father of 
young Crowley would add an additional 
reward if the right man had been cap- 
tured. 

On receipt of the picture and descrip- 
tion and the above information Sheriff 
Pearce wired Sheriff Nelms to procurs 
extradition papers naming him as the 
egent of Georgia to deliver Myers to Ful- 
ton county, and to forward them to 
Sheriff Shrewberry at Sherman, Tex. 
Sheriff Nelms then called on Governor 
Candler, obtained the papers and sent 
them to Sherman. 

Will Pay Only for Right Man. 

He wired Sheriff Pearce that the papers 
had been sent according to his instruc- 
ticns. This was followed by another 
communication from the Florida officer, 
in which he wanted to know if Fulton 
county would pay the expenses of the 
trip from Texas if he should deliver the 
wrong man in Atlanta. To this a nega- 
tive reply was sent, it being stated that 
the Fulton county authorities. had fur- 
ished the picture and description of 
Myers and all of the facts in their pos- 
session concerning him, and that they 
felt called on to do nothing further in 
the matter. No additional communica- 
tion has been received by the officiais 
here, and it is not known what disposition 
the Florida and Texas sheriffs will make 
of the matter. 

For a time after Myers bolted from 
jail there was. a reward of $1,750 out- 
standing for his apprehension. Of this 
amount $750 was offered by Colonel Crow- 
ley, father of Forrest Crowley; $600 by 
Captain J. J. Barnes, who was sheriff at. 
that time, and $500 by the state. Whea 
Dr. Nelms was elected to the office of 
sheriff he renewed the offer of a %00 re- 
ward. The $500 offered by the state was 
revoked by Governor Candler when he 
entered office, he having revoked all re- 
wards offered by the state more than six 
months prior to that time. 

History of the Case. 

The murder of Forrest Crowley, the 
trial. conviction and escape of the mur- 
derer, Will Myers,.form one of the most 
interesting yet darkest pages in the an- 
nals of Georgia's criminal history. 

In the fall of 184 Myers wrote to 
young Crowley at Roswell, Ga., his home, 
with reference to thee purchase of some 
mules. Crowley shipped the mules to 


Atlanta and came down to finish the 


negotiations. Myers came to Atlanta on 


| the train with him, and it was while on 


the train that he saw Crowley's pocket 
book, containing a large roll of money. 
On reaching Atlanta, Myers, under pre- 
tense that he would have to make part 
in real estate, 
Crowley out ostensibly to look at 
lots near Westview cemetery.

Myers came into the city in the same 
buggy tn which he had carried his victim 
to his death.

He went to a clothing 
store and bought a new outfit of cioth- 
ing. ‘Then he registered at Folsom's 
hotel as J. D. Cunningham, a name sup- 
posed to have been derived from criminal 
history. 

Changing his clothes, he left the city 
hurriediy. At Coving@n, Ky., he asked 
a barber if he couli disguise him. The 
barber agreed to fix him so that his 
own mother would not know him, and 
when the job was done he went across 
the river to Cincinnati. and almost 
walked right into the arms of the detec- 
tives who were waiting for him. 

Myers had two trials on his return 
to Atlanta. He was convicted both times 
and his case was pending in the su- 
preme court the second time on a@ mo- 
tion for new trial when it was discovered 
he had esraped. He took advantage of 
an opportunty that was offered when 
the deputy jailer was letti a visitor 
out of the jail, knocked thé inlier down,

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DIXIE CHAMPIONSHIP 
GOES TO VANDERBILT| WALL OF ROCK 


On Dudley Field the Commodores Defeated the 
University of Nashville ‘by Score. of 10 to 0. 
-- Many Trick~Plays. 


*? 


Nashville, Tenn., November 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—Ten to nothing in favor of Vander- 
bilt tells the story of how the champion- 
ship of the south was won and the hoarse 
cry of the 5,000 rooters and spectators 
who saw the game is still reverberating 
through the coves and glades which sur- 
round Dudley field. The weather was 
ideal and favored neither side. Today's 
battle was probably the. fiercest ever 
waged on a southern gridiron. After the 
first thirteen minutes of play nearly 
three-fourths of the enthusiastic throng 
got cold feet and began to seek some way 
to hedge their fading bank notes. The 
University of Nashville's husky eleven 
was a strong favorite, large amounts of 
money being placed on that team at odds 
of 3 to 1, 2 to 1 and 3 to 2. Even money 
on Vanderbilt was not in the running. 

At thirteen minutes after 2 o'clock Cap- 
tain Edgerton, of the Commodores, cross- 
ed Nashville's goal line for a touchdown, 
and a stopper seemed to slip into the 
throats of the Nashville rooters. Mega- 
phones and tin horns of the garnet and 
blue persuasion were put on the bargain 
counter, while gold and black trumpets 
went to a premium in a skyrocket rise. 

Many Tricks Were Used. 

Both teams played a fierce and strong 
game, and both depended upon tricks to 
some extent in ai crisis. Vanderbilt's 
favorite was a fake plunge with the en- 
tire back field and interference except 
two men. One of these carried the ball 
with the other interfering. Kyle at 
quarterback worked the trick well, and 
two good gains were made fn five efforts. 
Nashville's long suit in the way of a 
trick was a quick shift of the entire line 
to the right of the center rush combined 
with a double pass. This threw the run- 
ner beyond Vanderbilt's end. and the suc- 
cess of the play depended upon a com- 
pact interference for a few yards. Kuy- 
kendall once got past the entire team ex- 
cept Kyle, who downed him on the 20-yard 
line. 

As a rule, the teams played straight 
football, and it was on straight football 
that Vanderbilt scored a touchdown in 
each half. Not a costly fluke or fumble 
was made by either team. Once Vander- 
bilt fumbled’ to her hurt and Nashville 
failed three times to cover Tigert’s punts, 
but on the whole the pigskin adhered to

the cyticle of the players with unusual 
tenacity. 


A heavy plunging game was the rule in 


the first half. Vanderbilt used mostly a 
thin play which glided between the ranks 
of the garnet and blue like'a lance. Nash- 
ville massed her men on Vanderbilt's line, 
and for a. few minutes after the game 
was called the powerful charge of the 
eleven took 5 yards at a clip. It was on 
her own 10-yard line that’ Vanderbilt ral- 
lied and had the opposing eleven for 
downs. Then, like a flash of lightning, 
the backs and ends of the Commodores 
began to plunge between tackle and end 
guard and tackle of Nashville for sub- 
stantial and consistent gains. Strong 
work carried the ball over the line, and 
the hopes of a season were crushed on 
one side and realized on the other. 
Vanderbilt Kicks Off. 

Vanderbilt kicked off in the first half, 
and after the first six or seven minutes 
outplayed the Nashville team at every 
point of the game save one. The gold and 
black were deficient in a punter. An ex- 
change of punts usually resulted in 
placing Nashville about 10 to 20 yards to 
the good. Tigert, for Vanderbilt, aver- 
aged 35 yards during the game, and 
Blackburn, for Nashville, 46. 

In the second half Vanderbilt resorted 
to the end run instead of the quick open- 
ing, and several sensational plays were 
made. The required ground was gained 
with a few exceptions. Otherwise Nash- 
ville was outplayed both on the offensive 
and defensive, though spectacular and 
effective work was done by the backs and 
ends. The star game can be awarded to 
no particular player. Edgerton, Simmons, 
Kyle, Davis, Tigert and McLean showed 
the best for Vanderbilt, and the two 
Whites, Reeves and Biddle for Nashville.

Right Swinging Uppercut on 
Jaw Put Champion Out 
of Business, 


RUSHES OF McGOVERK 
MET BY STRAIGHT JABS 


Brooklyn Terror Seemed To Lose His 
Head and Was Easily Put Out 
in the Second Round. 

The Winner Is 
Challenged. 


Hartford, Conn., November 28.—QOut- 
witted and outpointed by a fighter of the 
same style as himself, Terry McGovern 
was knocked out this afternoon at the 
Nutmeg Athletic Club by ‘Young Cor- 
bett’’ within six minutes from the start 
of the fight. The end came after a min- 
ute and forty-four seconds of the second 
round had elapsed. 

“Young Corbett,’’ who, outside of ring 
parlance, is known as Billy Rothwell, of 
Denver, Col. not only defeated the 
champion in less than two rounds of 
fighting, but he did it so perfectly that 
there was no doubt about the cleanness 
of the victory. The shock to the New 
York enthusiasts who crowded the box- 
ing pavilion when the little champion 
was knocked out, was a repetition of the 
disappointment exhibited by the adhe- 
rents of John L. Sullivan when Corbett 
defeated him in New Orleans. 

Terry was as fit as the proverbial fid- 
die, but he was not fast enough for his 
man. From the start the lads went at 
each other like game cocks, and it look- 
ed as if either might go out in the first 
round. McGovern got the worst of the 
opening round and in his endeavor to get 
in left himself open several times. Cor- 
bett stood off McGovern on every lead 
and try. but the little Brooklyn boy went 
on as if there were nothing to it but the 
winner's end of the purse. 

Took Starch Out of Terry. 

When McGovern was knocked down in 
the opening round there were cries of 
dismay from his backers, but his won- 
derful recuperative powers were equal to 
the occasion and he was on his feet with- 
in seven seconds. 
~ This downfall seemed to take the 
stamina out of McGovern, but he fought 
the round out in clever style and tried 
hard to avoid the defeat which seemed 
in store for him. He tried with his rush- 
ing work, which had proved so profitable 
on former occasions, but Corbett met 
him every time and countered hard: on 
neck, jaw and head. When Terry came 
back to his corner at the end of the first 
round he said: 


| “That's the toughest guy I ever met, 


but I'll lick him just as soon as I see an 
opening.’’ 

But the opening never came. 

Terry went down again in the second 
round, but he got up quickly and rushed 
at Corbett like a wild man. He showed 
a lack of self-restraint and in a burst of 


' bad temper hit out left and right irre- 


spective of all rules and usages. These 
tactics apparently were just what Cor- 
bett was looking for. Terry was mixing 
things up with whirlwind velocity and 
throwing science to the winds. It was 
any one’s fight at this stage, but Terry 
fell into a trap as Corbett feinted and 
suddenly sent his right out when Mc- 
Govern was sidestepping. 
Knocked Down and Out. 

This blow just grazed McGovern’s head, 
but a moment later Corbett felnted him 
again and after a rattling exchange. sent 
his right over to the jaw and Terry went 
down and out. 

While the fallen champion was fran- 
tically trying to regain his feet the crowd 
yelled madly. 

The referee decided that the young 
Denver lad had won. He won on his 
merits, too, as ie took chance for chance, 

Terry was crestfallen after he returned 
to his dressing room. He said: 

“Well; you can't tell how things can be 
accounted for. E£ hope to make another 
match with Corbett and I am more than 
confident that he will not be able to put 
it over me again.” 

Young Corbett, when he emerged from 
his dressing room, was reluctant to talk, 
but finally said: 3 

“lI was sure J ,could beat McGovern, 
and my opinion was based on what I had 
seen atid heard of him. I felt that I had 
him from the first punch, but I was cool- 
headed all through. When 1 began to 
sting him he lost his head, and when he 
lost his head it was all over. I had him 
right there, and with a right swinging 
uppercut I landed the blow which won 
the battle.’’ 

“Young Corbett” will remain here for 
some days. 

Dave Sullivan challenged ‘Corbett’ to- 
day as soon as Charley White, the 
referee, awarded the fight to the Denver 
boy. 

After the fight a purse of $10,000 was 
offered by the Twentieth Century Ath- 
letic Club of San Francisco for another 
fight between McGovern and Corbett, and 
McGovern accepted the offer. 

The Fight by Rounds. 

ROUND 1—McGovern tried for an open- 
ing with his left and sent the right to 
Corbett's jaw. They clinched. In the 
mix-up both landed lefts. They ex- 
changed lefts on the face and McGovern, 
rushing again, sent his left to the body 
and right to the head. Corbett was short 
in his leads and Terry bored him to the 
ropes with a hard right over the heart. 
MeGovern ducked a left swing and land- 
ed his right clean on the eye, forcing 
Corbett to the ropes. Corbett canie back 
‘pluckiiy with a icft on the body which 
was countered with a right over the 
heart from his opponent. McGovern led 
agein with his right, landing on his op- 
ponent’s shoulder and Corbett came back 
with a hard right over the fieart, sending 
McGovern back. But the Brooklyn boy 
retorted with right and left, only to be 
met with a ewing on the jaw, which sent 
him on his back. He jumped to his feet 
immédiately: and went at his opponent,

When asked for an au- 
thoritative statement tonight one of the 
accountants sald that beyond the amount 
mentioned last night he had absolutely no 
idea as to what the alleged shortage is, 
He added that the accountants would re- 
quire two weeks of constant work to go 
over the books of the treasurer's office. 
During his four years’ term as city treas- 
urer Mr. Young handled $11,000,000. 

Shortage Placed at $50,000. 

There were various reports today as to 
the amount of the alleged shortage, some 
placing it at $50,000 and some even higher, 
put they are all surmises according to the 
men who are examining the books, 

From developments today it seems abso- 
lutely certain that if Young had been 
found by his friends who were looking for 
him vesterday afternoon he would be 
alive now. His brother, Lawrence Young, 
of Chicago, was taking a train for Louis- 
.ville when a telegram was handed him 
saying Stuart Young was deag. Before 
the suicide occurred friends of Stuart 
Young had communicated with Lawrence 
Young and the latter had replied that he 
would come at once to Louisville. This, 
it is said, was unknown to Stuart Young. 

It became Known today that several! of 
Young's friends, having hgard reports 
about the condition of the former city 
treasurer's. accounts__before__ newspaper 
publication was “made of them, had ar- 
ranged a tentative plan to secure any aid 
for him that might be needed. Their plan 
was frustrated merely by the fact that 
yesterday afternoon they were unable to 
find Young. He seems to have spent the 
afternoon away from the business part of 
the city. 

Yesterday morning Young asked for his 
revolver at the desk of the Louisville ho- 
tel, where he lived. 


His Family Would Have Aided. 

Lawrence Young, the dead man’s broth- 
er, said this afternoon: 

“When I reached my home in Chicago 
yesterday afternoon I found numerous 
telephone messages from persons in Loufs- 
ville, I called them up and learned of the 
reports of Stuart's shortage. I tele- 
graphed that I would come immediately 
and for all matters to be held up. until 
I arrived. On my way to the depot I 
received a telegram announcing Stuart’s 
death. I did not know that he had shot 
himself until I got to New Albany, Ind., 
this morning. I was shocked beyond all 
expression. If Stuart had confided in me

He said that there was 
evidence that for some time past the 
gcocs had been regularly delivered to a 
prominent tobacconist in New York. 
Further arrests would be made, he inti- 
mated, in New York tomorrow.

Bad Indian Again Disturbing Peace

Tulsa, Ind,-T., November 28.—Crazy 
Snake, who led the rebellion against the 
government last spring, is causing the 
Creek council much trouble. The Snake 
band will send a strong delegation to 
Washington to protest against the deed- 
ing of Creek lands. 

A joint resolution was passed unani- 
mously today by both houses of the 
Creek council demanding that deeds be 
issued immediately at Ocmulgee instead 
of Muscogee. Chief Porter will probably 
sign the resolution to Secretary Hitch- 
cock. The delay has caused widespread 
discontent. The treaty of last May prom- 
ised deeds immediately and the Indians 
only ask for justice. The Dawes commis- 
sion is unable to handle the question. 


GEORGE M. PULLMAN IS DEAD. 


He Was the Son of the Late Mil- 


lionaire Car Builder. 

San Francisco, November 28.—George 
M. uPliman, son of the late millionaire 
can builder, died at his country home in 
San Mateo this morning, aged 26 years. 

He had been ill several weeks with 
neumonia, but until T@esday his condi- 
tion was not considere@ serious. On that 
day he suffered a severe relapse and 
thenceforth grew steadily weaker. This 
morning about 3 o'clock he was attached 
by a hemorrhage and within a few min- 
utes passed away. Arrangements are 
being made to take Pullman's body to 
for interment. The deceased 
was married for the second time a few 
weeks ago at Reno, Nev., to Mrs. Brazell.

BEING MARKED 


General Lew Wallace Reports 
on the Work of Locating 
the Positions. 


MONUMENT IS ERECTED 
WHERE JOHNSTON DIED 


Position of the Confederate Com- 
mands Marked by Iron Tablets. 
Burial Pits of the Confed- 
erates Have Not Been 
Marked. 


Crawfordsville, [nd., November 28.— 
General Wallace and Captain George R. 
Browr returned from Shiloh battle field 
today, where they accompanied the na- 
tional and state commissions for the 
purpose of locating the positions of the 
Indiana troops, and General Wallace's 
command at the time of the battle. Gen- 
eral Wallace said: 

“The commission cannot be too highly 
praised for the great work it is doing 
there. The Corinth, Purdy, Hamburg 
and Savannah roads have been convert- 
ed from mud trails into magnificent 
pikes. The lands have been drained, the 
gulleys repaired aguinst Washington and 
much of the underbrush cut out. The 
Illinols monuments are already up, show- 
ing the positions occupied by the Illinois 
regiments and batteries in both days of 
the fighting. The monuments for the In- 
digna, Ohio and Pennsylvania positions 
will scon be placed. The Hornet’s Nest 
is left. There wi]l always be the old 
sunken road where the men of Prentiss 
first stopped the confederates, the com- 
mand of Ruggles being four times re- 
pulsed there. Colorel Shaw, the hero of 
this fight. 1s dying at his home in Ani- 
mosa, Il@wa, 

“The real scene of 
death of Albert Sidney Johnston is be- 
ing marked by a fine monument. QOhio, 
Iowa and Pennsylvania are arranging to 
not only put up ncsition monuments, but 
also splendid state monuments. The fed- 
eral government is marking the positions 
occupied by the confederate commands 
with iron tablets. 

“So far, I am sorry to say, there has 
been no marking of the confederate bur- 
ial pits, but the commission has ex- 
pressed its determination to carefully 
mark and preserve these. Some day, 
doubtless, the governmen* will raise 
these bones and give them Christian bur- 
ial in one great cemetery. 

“Of course, it would be impossible to 
mark the grates with the proper names 
of the dead who repose in them, as the 
confederate soldiers were of necessity 
piled in the trenches like cord wood af- 
ter -the battle, no one being there to 
identify them. In the federal cemetery 
even there are 3.000 nameless graves. 

“The positions of my command were 
finally determined during my visit there, 
the commission being in doubt only as to 
one or two matters of minor importance. 
The positions are located in accordance 
with my survey of several years ago, and 
the march of the first day is also shown, 
moruments being erected even as far off 
the fieid as Grumps Landing, Tony Lone- 
Some and Adamsville,”’

PROGRESS OF MISSISSIPPI. 


Interesting Facts Cited Relative to 
Growth of Industries. 
Jackson, Miss., November 28.—During 
the past two years Governor Longino has 
approved the charters of 469 new cor- 
porations domiciled in Mississippi, and in 
several respects the showing is an ex- 

cellent one. 

During the biennial period thirty-two 
new banking institutions with a com- 
bined capital stock of fully $2,000,000 were 
chartered, and there has been estab- 
lished in the state fifteen cotton and 
woolen mills, nearly all of which are in 
active operation. According’ to 
figures prepared by a financial journal 
one year ago Mississippi stood second in 
the list of states for new banks organized 
and it is believed that this record has 
been equaled, if not surpassed, during the 
past year. 

A creditable showing is also made in 
the number of new railroads, twelve 
companies having been chartered with 
authority to construct and operate lines, 
and nearly all these concerns have finish- 
ed their preliminary surveys preparatory 
to the commencement of work. 

The lumber industry shows a substan- 
tial growth, forty-two concerns with an 
aggregate capital stock of nearly $3,500,- 
000 having been launched for business, 
and the other manufacturing lines are 
also well represented.

Montfromery. Ala., November 28.—(Spe-

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HALF MILLION UP IN SMOKE. 


Several Firemen Burt a at Costly New 
York Blaze. 

New York, Noventber 28.—Half a million 
dollars is the estimate of the loss by a 
fire this evening in the vicinity of Tenth 
street and the river. Several firemen 
were hurt, but none seriously. 

The blaze started in the plant of W. E. 
Uptegrove & Bros., manufacturers of 
boxes, veneers and fine woodwork, and 
this firm was the pfincipal sufferer. One 
of its buildings was a seven-story struct- 
ure, while those surrounding it were 
one-story buildings. All of Uptegrove & 
Bros.’ mill was destroyed. From this the 
Standard Oil Company’s depot, on Elev- 
enth street, thousands of- gallons were 
drained into the river to prevent an ex- 
plosion and resulting conflagration. 

After the fire was thought to be under 
contro] it broke out again and spread to 
the works of the Mutual Gas Company. 
This outbreak Was caused by a fireman 
dropping a burning window sash into the 
street. The street Was flooded with water, 
on which was a thick coating of oil. This 
ignited and-the flames leaped into the 
gas company's property. 

The fire then turned back across the 
street and the immense store of lumber 
owned by Hegemeyer & Sons was ignited. 
It comprised some 18,000,000 feet of valu- 
able woods. The lumber yards of J. M. 
Saulpaugh were also reached by the 
flames and great damage done. Fire 
Chief Croker estimated at a late hour 
tonight that the total damage would ap- 
proach a million dollars. He estimated 
that the loss to J. M. Saulpaugh will be 
$125,000, William E. Uptegrove & Bro. 
$350,000, the Mutual Gas Company $100,- 
000, G. M. Hegemeyer $150,000 and the 
Standard Oil Company $75,000.

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HOGS ATTACKED 


BY SMALLPOX 


Outbreak of ‘the Disease Is; 


Discovered at Buffalo 
Stock Yards. 


SWINE CAUGHT DISEASE 
FROM POLES NEAR YARDS 


At Least That Is the Theory of Dr. 
Zink—The Characteristic Small- 
pox Pustules Are Found 
in the Hog 
Tissues. 


Buffalo, N. Y¥., November 28.—Dr. C. H. 
Zink, inspector in charge of the United 
States buredu of animal industry at the 
East Buffalo stock yards, discovered to- 
day what he believes to be an outbreak 
of smallpox among a consignment o§ 
hogs. The animals were received from 
St. Louis last week, and they passed the 
first inspection. After they had been 
slaughtered Dr. Zink, in making a micro- 
scopical examination of the viscera, dis- 
covered what he believed to be egidence 
of smallpox. anal 

The slaughter houses are in the Polish 
district, where the local health officers 
are at present engaged in fighting an 
outbreak of smallpox. 

The government bureau officials are un- 
der instructions to work in conjunction 
with the local health authorities in sup- 
pressing the outbreak here, and this, af- 
ternoon Dr. Zink brovtght specimens of 
the diseased tissue to the bureau of health 
and submitted them to Dr. Wende. After 
examination Dr. Wende unhesitatingly 
confirmed the diagnosis of Dr. Zink. 

“If the disease develops in animals fn 
the same way as it does in human beings, 
I should unhesitatingly call it smallpox,’ 
said Dr. Wende. ‘These tissues bear ali 
the characteristic marks of the disease. 
They are evidently of a contagious na- 
ture. ‘The pittings and destruction of tis- 
sues are apparent as well as the charac- 
teristic smallpox postules.’’ 


HIGHBINDERS ON WAR PATH. 


Chinese in San Francisco Are Mur- 
dering One Another. 

San Francisco, November 28.—The Chi- 
nese quarter of the city was the scene of 
two shooting affrays in which two Cg 
nese were killed and a third fatally 
wounded. 

The dead men. are Quang Louey, a 
cigar dealer, and Suey Buck, who. were 
shot and instantly killed in their rooms 
on Clay street. Lou Fook, a Chinese 
gambler, was shot and mortally wound- 
eti just as he was entering his gambling 
rooms in Waverly place. The shooting in 
this case is thought to be the work of 
high binders. 
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GERMANS ARE LOSING MONEY. 


Troubles in Venezuela Hard on Sub- 


jects of the Kaiser. 

Berlin, Novembg:- 28.—The Berliner 
Tageblatt, discussing the effects of the 
Venezuelan troubles upon German inter- 
ests, says that while the railroad be- 
tween Caracas and Valencia, in Vene- 
zuela, in which German capital is heavily 
interested, is still in operation, the Vene- 
zuelan government has entirely suspend- 
ed the payments of interest to the Geré 
man holders of the road’s securities and 
that by this suspension of payment the 
indebtedness of the government of Ven- 
ezuela to the German security holders 
now amounts to 9,500,000 francs. The 
Tageblatt further says that all efforts 
to interest the imperial government in 
behalf of these German creditors have 
proved unavailing.

It is not. every day that a piece of Brit- 
ish history is knocked down to the high- 
est bidder, but the sale of Battle Abbey 
transferred the ownership of ground 
which, from its association with the bat- 
tle of Hastings, is inseparably bound 
up with the story of the British nation. 

Upon this spot Harold made his last 
stand against the conquering Norman. 
It was four years after the battle that 
William the Conquerer gave orders to 
build upon. this spot an abbey to com- 
memorate: his victory. 

It was this ancient structure, with a 
modern wing, together with the lands 
surrounding it, that was told Tuesday. 

Its ‘last owner was the late duchess of 
Cleveland, mother of Lord Rosebery, and 
for this reason it was thought probable 
that Lord Rosebery himself might pur- 
chase the estate. 

A large crowd assembled in the after- 
noon, so. large, in fact, that the sale had 
to be tragsferred to the great hall of 
Winchester House, Old Broad. street. 

The auctioneer, Mr. Joseph Stower, said 
he had received more than fifteen appli- 
cations from persons who expressed the 
desire to purchase, but these had been 
weeled down to five bona fide buyers. 

The first bid was £1,000, which was 
greeted with general laughter. 

The next, £50,000 ($260,000), was charac- 
terized by the auctioneer as ridiculous. 

The first serious bid was £80,000 ($400,- 
000). Some one in the crowd immediately 
raised it to £100,000. after which. bidding 
rose rapidly ten thousand at a time to 
£190,000 ($950,000). Then bids of single 
thousands raised it to £200,000 ($1,000,000). 
at which price the property was knocked 
down. 

All efforts to ascertain the name of the 
purchaser have thus far proved futile, 
the auctioneers refusing to give informa- 
tion. 

There are rumors that Lord Rosebery 
has purchased the property, while others 
say it was bought by a public spirited 
millionaire who intends-to present it to 
the nation. 

However, The Daily Express learns 
that William Waldorf Astor is the pur- 
chaser. 

The sale recalls an antusing anecdote 
of the late venerable duchess of Cleve- 
land, who was chatelaine for many years 
both of Battle Abbey and Raby Castle. 
She was one of the. wittiest women of 
her generation. 

Her grace was present. at a certain paB- 
ty given by a famous American newspa- 
per. owner and millionaire by way of 
housewarming his new palatial offices 
on the Thames Embankment. 

The host was pointing out to his dis- 
tinguished guests the various beauties 
of the establishment, enlarging especial- 
ly on the splendor and cost of the grand 
staircase of alabaster and onyx. 

‘Very fine, indeed, Mr. A—,"’ at last 
said the old duchess, a littie wearied by 
these encomiums. “Extremely file—so 
much finer than my staircase at Raby 
and Battle. But those, you know, have 
been sadly damaged by the mailed heels 
of Crusaders tramping up and down 
them!’’ 

Battle Abbey ‘is situated near Battle, 
Hastings, Sussex. The town received its 
name fron? being the spot on which the 
Saxons, under Hhrold, were defeated by 
William, duke of Normandy, at the bat- 
tle of Hastings, in 1066. The high altar 
in the church is sald to have stood on 
the very spot where the body of the Sax- 
on king was found. 

The Norman ‘duke, marching from Pe- 
vensey, a few miles away, where he had 
landed, found the Saxons, under Harold, 
intrenched behind a stockade on ground 
which: lies within the enclosure of Battle 
estate. So stubborn was the defense that 
the future of the day was uncertain till 
William ordered his archers to shoot up- 
ward. An arrow pierced Harold's eye 
and he fell, with a few of hig earis faith- 
ful to the last. The abbey was intrusted 
to the Benedictine order, and enjoyei for 
500 years great celebrity. At the refotma- 
tion it was presented by Henry VIII. to 
his master of the horse,: who coriverted 
the monastic buildings into a private 
dwelling house and added the banueting 
hall. After passing through various 
hands the property cazsne into the pos- 
sessia@n of the dukes of Cleveland. 

Nathaniel Hawthorne described the 
Gatehouse, built in 1338, as just as solid 
and massive as when it was first built, 
the perfect reality of a Gothic bactle- 
ment, hoary: and venerablé with many 
centuries. The Abbot’s Hall, the Beg- 
gars’ Hall and some of the old cioisters 
are still part of the building, while the 
rulns include some relics of the Abbey 
church of St. Martin, with the site of 
the high altar, raised in fulfillment of 
William the Conqueror’s vow over the 
spot where Harold fell.

Now the admiral can — 
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Rural Free Delivery a Success. 

The annual report of the postmaster 
general, submitted to the president 
by Hon. Charles Emory Smith, speaks 
in most enthusiastic terms of the suc- 
cess of the rural free mail delivery. 

The experiment was started a few 
years ago in a small way and the out- 
come was considered doubtful. but in 
view of the results it is a matter for 
wonder that an adjunct so advan- 
tageous to a perfect mail service 
should have been delayed so long. 

From a modest beginning the rura! 
mail delivery now extends to a popu- 
lation numbering four millions, and 
bv the end of the fiscal vear the serv 
ice will reach 5,700,000. It is esti- 
mated that the service can eventually 
be extended to 21,000,000 people and 
tuat this will be accQnpilizhed within 
four years. This seems a short time 
in which to bring about such great re- 
sults, but it is to be hoped the postmas:. 
ter general will be so sustained by con- 

BSS as to enable him to attain it. 

It is stated that there are about 
one hundred and twenty five families 
on each route, on which the cost of 
the free delivery is not over $2 a day. 
This is a small sum when we consider 
the convenience and actual benefit 
which the prompt delivery of mail 
means to the rural population. It is 
nothing in comparison with the loss 
of time it would take for 125 familiec 
to send to town every day for their 
mail, and is an illustration of what co 
operation can do; the cooperation in 
this instance being simply having the 
government do for ali what each 
would otherwise have to do for him- 
self. In busy tjmes on the farm the 
free mail delivery makes its advan 
tages doubly felt. 

The gain to the country in general

The Panama Row. 

The annual election is on in Panama 
to determine whicn party shall gov- 
ern the isthmus, and tie United States 
is watching the ballot box. They hold 
elections in quite a unique manner in 
Central America. Insiead of quietly 
depositing paper ballots in a box for 


4the candidate of their choice, they 


frequently inject bullets [nto the 
ranks ot the opposfie party.. Men are 
counted instead of ballots’ and the ma 
jority usually wins. Our Latin-Ameri- 
can neighbors are restive and must 
have some vent for their surplus en- 
ergy. 

In the disturbance on the isthmus 
the United States has stepped in to 
keep open railway connection across 
Panama. By order of the war depart- 
ment Lieutenant Commander Henry 
McCrea, of the gunboat Machias, land- 
ed with a company of marines to keep 
open the trans-isthmian route. 

Captain’ Perry, of the battle ship 
iowa, has been placed in charge of 
tne United States naval force on each 
side of the isthmus, with instructions 
to cooperate with Commander Mc: 
Crea. 

Naturally the representatives of 
this government are placed in a posi- 
tion of great delicacy, in view of the 
peculiar circumstances surrounding 
the revolt. Both sides would be hich. 
ly pleased to secure the support of the 
government’s force in aid of their 
cause and the representatives of tho 
foreign powers are anxious to know 
what will be the attitude of the United 
States in regard to the revolt. All are 
seeking to ascertain what we propose 
to do in South America and what re- 
turn we will seek for the trouble and 
expense of intervention in behalf of 
an open communication. 

This government has no interest 
in the matter further than to secure 
the safe passage of the isthmian trains 
and to auiet by. peaceful means, if nos- 
sible, the doughtv belligerents. The 
parties to the revolt recognize the 
right of the United States to demand 
as much. and the latest news from the 
seene of trouble. contained in a cable- 
gram from Captain Perrv to the sec. 
retarv of war, contains the assurance 
that firing on both sides shall cease 
while trains are vassing. 

Commanders McCrea and Perry are 
placed in a vosition requiring tact an‘ 
diplomacy, but we are sure thev will 
acquit themselves in a manner to re- 
flect credit non themselves and the 
navy, as well as upon the government 
thev represent. 

Incidentallv, the Pan-American con- 
ference in the Citv of Mexico will 
have a matter of urgent interest to 
claim their attention.

American Skill and British Capital. 

There is double significance in the 
announcement that an American com- 
pany has been awarded the contract 
for building twenty steel bridges along 
the line of the Uganda railway in cen- 
tra] Africa. , 

To begin with, the fact that an 
American firm has been awarded this 
contract for bridges to be built with 
British money on British soil is sig- 
nificant of the industrial prestige 
which this country has lately acquired 
over Great Britain. Some few years 
back the British lion was the acknowl- 
edged king of the realm of industrial 
enterprise and nothing could have 
been further from the minds of Brit- 
ish capitalists than the thought of 
purchasing railway supplies in the 
United States or of securing American 
firms to contruct bridges. But time 
has wrought many wonderful changes, 
and while Great Britain has been re- 
posing in her fancied security the 
crown of industrial supremacy has 
been transferred to the brow of the 
Eagle and today Great Britain herself 
is one of the largest purchasers of in. 
dustrial supplies in the American 
market, thus giving substantial testi 
mony to the fact that the products 
which she buys in the American mar- 
ket are superior to anything which 
she can produce herself.

] tract is the implied announcement of 


the progress which civilization is 
making in the heart of the dark con- 
tinent. Not many years have elapsed 
since David Livingstone, in an effort to 
carry the torch of the Anglo-Saxon 
into the jungles of the interior, because 
the prey of the savage inhabitants; 
but the cause for which he suffered 
death found still another champion 
some few years later in Henry M. 
Stanley, who picking up the martyr’s 
fallen torch and lighting it again from 
the fires of his own ardent enthusi- 
asm pushed further on into the wil- 
derness, meeting with difficulties and 
dangers in every guise, but continuing 
to move steadily and bravely forward 
until he emerged again into the lighx 
of civilized surroundings and the con- 
quest of the dark continent was suc- 
cessfully begun. 

When the Uganda railway is com- 
pleted it will be 581 miles in length 
and will reach from Mobossa, on the 
shores of the Indian ocean on the 
north, to Uganda, near the waters of 
Lake Victoria Nyanza, on the south. 
Rapid progress is now being made on 
this line, which was first projected by 
the government some five years ago, 
and the last rail will be laid before 
many months have passed by. On ac- 
count of the crude methods of trans- 
portation which have heretofore pre- 
vailed in this part of Africa it has 
been impossible to convey supplies to 
Uganda without adding immensely to 
the cost. For example. an article of 
cloth which cost only 36 cents at Mo- 
hossa has frequently sold as high as 
$2.50 at Uganda, and the values of 
other commodities have been raised in 
like proportion. 

So while the announcement that the 
building of twenty steel bridges for 
the Uganda railway line in central 
Africa by an American firm seems fo 
be an item of comparitively little im- 
portance, it is nevertheless brim full 
of suggestiveness. 
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Volume of Postal Business. 

Some interesting figures are set 
forth in the report of the postmaster 
general showing the volume of busi- 
ness carried on during the past fiscal 
year, and the report gives unmistak- 
able evidence of prosperous conditions 
throughout the country, for while the 
national population has increased only 
2 per cent, the volume of postal busi- 
ness has increased 9 per cent. 

Altogether the receipts of the post- 
office department for the vear aggre- 
gate the sum of $111,631,193. Usually 
the receipts fall short of the expendi- 
ture by something like $8,000,000 per 
annum, but this year, in spite of in- 
creased operafions caused by the ex- 
tension of the free delivery postal svs- 
tem and other improvements. the 
shortage amounts to only $3.923.727,

Congressman from Eleventh Wants 
No Revenue Fight. 


eee ee 


AS TO REDISTRICTING PLANS 


Personally, He Sees No Reason for 
Making Any of the Contem- 
plated Changes. 


Brunswick Ga., November 28.—(Special.) 
Congresgman William G. Brantley left 
today for Blackshear and from there he 
will go to Washington to be present on 
the opening day of congress. 

In regard to the work to be done by 
this session Congressman Brantley stated 
that his attention had been attracted by 
an item from Washington to the effect 
that the democratic members would prob- 
ably make a fight on the war revenue tax. 

“If I had control of the democratic 
members of the house,” said Congressman 
Brantley, “I would not make that fight. 
It seems to me that a fight for tariff re- 
duction would prove far more beneficial 
and stand a much better chance of stc- 
cess. The republican party is now split 
on that proposition and if the democrats 
were to unite in fighting it, the chances 
of success seem to me to be great, while 
the benefits that will accrue tp the coun- 
try at large from a tariff reduction would 
be very great. 

“A general law that would apply to all 
countries is the kind of reciprocity we 
want and now is the opportune time for 
the democrats to make the fight for It. 
A partial moderation of the law to effect 
any particular country on the proposed 
reciprocity idea would not be logical and 
could not succeed in bringing about a 
satisfactory state of reciprocity with the 
others. Let there be united action on 
the part of the democrats for tariff reduc- 
tion without any effort being. made to re- 
duce the war revenues tax and we will 
find ourselves greatly strengthened, I 
think.”’ 

The Redistricting Plan. 

In reference to the plans now contem- 
plated for redistricting the state, Con- 
gressman Brantley said: . 

“T have not been officious in discussing 
this matter or attempted to dictate one 
way or another regarding it, being satis- 
fied to leave it to the legislature. 

“Personally, however, I see no reason 
why there should be any change at all in 
the districts. I am especially pleased 
with the rapid strides made by the elev- 
enth district and am proud of my con- 
stituents who compose it. It is the 
largest district in the state and my con- 
stituents have made it the most pros- 
perous. I like them all and there is not 
a county in the eleventh that I care to 
lose. On the other hand, the people of 
the eleventh know me and I know them. 
They are working hand in hand with me 
to advance the common interests of vg 
all, and I should personally very much 
regret the change in the district that 
would separate me from any of my pres- 
ent constituents. 

“At present there is contemplated leg- 
islation before the next house looking to 
the improvement of the three rivers in 
the eleventh district—the Altamaha, Oco- 
nee and Ocmulgee. I shall do all in my 
power to advance this legislation and 
am receiving the hearty cooperation o12 
the people along the various waterways 
mentioned to that end. In local matters 
there is to be an effort made to secure 
the 26-foot channel for Brunswick's har- 
bor, which the army engineers have rec- 
ommended; and also to secure the $125,000 
redommended for inside work on the har- 
bor. , 

“Another matter of much importance 
will be an effort to secure an appropria- 
tion of $8,000 to connect the Altamahi 
river with Brunswick by cutting a canal 
between Club creek and Plantation creek. 
Captain Gillette says it can be done for 
that amount, and should the canal be cut, 
river boats can come here from the in- 
terior, whereas they can now come no 
further down than Darien, owing to their 
being not fitted to go outside around St. 
Simons point and through 8st. Simons 
sound.”’ 

Coming back to national legislation, 
Congreseman Brantley stated that he was 
in favor of congress enacting some legis- 
lation to apply to anarchists. He said 
he is not in favor of the drastic measures 
as called for by resolutions that are now 
being passed by some commercial bodies, 
but favors a law somewhat like that pro- 
posed by Hon. David B. Hill, when he 
was senator from New York. This Dill 
applied to aliens who come to this coun- 
try and pronounced anarchists doctrines. 
These, he said, should be returned from 
whence they came at their first utter- 
ances. This bfll may be resurrected and 
acted upon with some amendments at 
this session. It reached the conference 
committee during the session it was of- 
fered, but was lost by adjournment being 
reached. The subject was afterwards lost 
sight of only to be recalled during the 
tragic days following the attempt on 
President McKinley's life.

Negro Domestic Is Rescued from 
_ Death by Fire. 

Americus, Ga., November 28.—(Special.) 
The Messrs. Walden, proprietors of the 
business college here, were painfully 
burned this afternoon while heroically 
attempting to save the life of a negro 
woman, a domestic. While working at a 
stove the woman’s dress became ignited 
and the flames quickly enveloped her. 
The Messrs. Walden, attracted by her 
screams, rushed to rescue and saved the 
woman's life. Both, however, were pain- 
fully but not serfously burned while ex- 
tinguishing the flames.

The first Europeans to discover Ceylon 
and to make use of the island were the 
Portuguese, who in the days of ther 
commercial greatness had a wonderfully 
Keen eye for anything like gold that 
comes from successful commercial pur- 
suits. The Portuguese occupied the ts-- 
and—it would be more proper to say the 
desirable @orts of it, for they never got 
farther than that, from early in the size 
teenth century to the middle of the seven.

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|JOHN BULL AND UNCLE SAM - 
MAY FIGHT A COMMON FOE 


That Suggestive Statement Made at the American 
Thanksgiving Dinner in London by Conan 
Doyle--How Roosevelt Passed Day. 


London, November 28.—Three hundred 
Suests assethbled this evening for the 
Thansgiving dinner given under the aus- 
pices of the American Society in London. 
John Morgan Richards was in the chair. 
Paul Cambon, the French ambassador to 
Great Britain, proposed the health of 
President Roosevelt. Henry White, the 
United States charge d'affaires, responded 
to the toast, ‘“Thee Charge d'Affaires,’’ 
proposed by Justice Walton. 

M. Cambon paid a feeling tribute to the 
late President McKinley, whose death, he 
said, had shocked France and knit the 
sister republics in closer bonds of sym- 
pathy and _ sorrow. While President 
Roosevelt was an unknown quantity in 
the world, said M. Cambon, his was: a 
cultured, energetic and charming person- 
ality and his elevation to the presidency 
had been received in France with the 
happiest anticipations of carrying. on 
those cordial relations which had existed 
between the two countries for over a cen- 
tury past. 

Justice Walton paid high tribute to Mr. 
White's efforts to promote good feeling 
between Great Britain and the United 
States. Mr. White, replying. saidd he had 
long been ‘acquainted with the cordial 
feeling Great Britain entertained for the 
United States. Mr. White said he hoped 
to be forgiven if he referred to that 
American prosperity which made the sec- 
retary of the treasury the envy of every 
treasury secretary in the world. If Amer- 
ica’s friendship for Great Britain was 
pronounced, this did not mean, went on 
Mr. White, that Americans held any less 
cordial feeling toward France on any 
other nation of the world. Mr. White then 
spoke highly of President Roosevelt. 

Conan Doyle, the novelist, produced, 
perhaps, the greatest effect of the evening 
by declaring the pendulum of the Brit- 
ish world had now shifted to somewhere 
between New York and Chicago. 

“There is no use in disguising this im- 
portant fact,’’ continued Mr. Doyle, ‘yet 
if the English-speaking races should be 
compelled to meet a common foe, the 
world would see how quickly these same 
English-speaking people would close up 
their ranks and march shoulder to shoul- 
der for the advancement of civilization.”’ 

When Anthony Hope, the novelist, spoke 
he said the only thing which remained to 
be done to bind the nations more closely 
together was for some one to find a com- 
mon denominator for English and Ameri- 
ean jokes. 

Admiral Sir Edmund Romert Fremantle 
referred to the friendly relations existing 


between the navies of Great Britain and 
the United States.

Washington, November 28.—Thanksgiv- 
ing day passed very quietly at the white 
house. There were no official ®callers. 
President Roosevelt came early to the of- 
fice, before the employees were there, and 
finding nothing to engage his attention, 
started off for a walk.

Russia’s Respect for Japan. 

Henry, Norman in Scribner’s: About Ja- 
pan, on the contrary, --ussia thinks night 
and day. When she, with the help of 
France and Germany,had unceremoniously 
kicked Japan out of Port Arthur and off 
the muinland of China, Russia probably 
thought she had done with the little is- 
land empire for a long time. But Japan 
thought otherwise, and proceeded to lay 
out a programme of naval and military 
expansion due to mature a short time he- 
fore the trans-Siberian railway was to be 
completed. Many things have conspired 
to hinder the progress of the great rail- 
way, but Japan's military and naval 
schemes have gone steadily onward, in 
spite of all financial difficulties. Today she 
has a magnificent navy, including the 
most powerful battle ship afloat, stronger 
than any fleet Russia could safely send to 
the Far Hast, while her army is at least 
equal in numbers and scientific training 
equal in numbers and superior in equip- 
ment and scientific training to the land 
‘forces Kussia could muster on the eastern 
side of her vast dominions. And between 
the two nations there lies Corea—a terri- 
torial deadlock, a political antinomy. Kus- 
sia eannot allow Japan to have it, .or 
that would give her eastern border a land 
frontier to a military power. Japan can- 
not allow Russia to have it, ror that 
would leave her island home almost with- 
in gunshot of the troops and the naval 
bases of the Colossus of the north, and 
deprive her of an outlet for her overflow- 
ing population. At present Japan is 
gaining, for her influence and her people 
and her trade are increasing in Corea 
every day. It is a very rv 2 ghey situa- 
tion, indeed, and Russia would give much 
for a diplomatic exit from this military 
and naval anxiety. So, too, would Japan, 
whom it has nearly ruined, and the situa- 
tion would inevitably hatch out a treaty, 
except for the simple difficulty that neith- 


the other wants.

Frank James, Actor. 

Kansas City Star: After resisting the 
fervid importunities and the liberal offers 
of theatrical managers for seventeen 
years, Frank James, formerly of the team 
of James brothers, has consented to take 
up the art of legitimate acting for a few 
years. In making this concession to art 
for art’s sake, Mr. James rather jars the 
aesthetic feelings of the intellectual) 
world by laying considerable stress upon 
the pecuniary advantages that are in- 
volved in his departure. ‘‘My experience 
from boyhood had been such,” he says, 
“that there were few things that [ could 
do to earn a salary.’ Upon this fact ana 
upon the manifest need of his declining 
years Mr. James explains his chief rea- 
son for resorting to art for a living. 

It is true that the occupation in which 
Mr. James has had most training, in 
which he may be said to have been a pio- 
neer as well as a most skillful example, 
has become hazardous and unpro@table 
of late. Even here in Missouri, where 
the vocation was diverting and profitable 
for many,years, and where it appealeo 
sympathetically to a numerous, if pecu 
liar, class of natives, the fad has run 
out. From a materialistic standpoint, 
therefore, Mr. James may be justified in 
referring to the pecuniary aspects of his 
engagement to act in the masterpiece of 
art known to playgoers as ‘‘Across the 
Desert’’ and in which the distinguished 
Missourian is to make his first appear- 
ance at Zanesville, Ohio, November 25. 
But it would have been finer and more in 
keeping with traditions of art life if Mr. 
James had reserved all considerations for 
the morrow, and if he had sailed into art 
with that improvident devotion that char- 
acterized the labors of the starving ge- 
niuses of the past. 

Mr. James is unnecessarily modest about 
his talents. He is inclined to believe that 
whatever success he may have will be 
due to public curlosity created by the 
“fact and fiction’’ woven about his name. 
Yet he is to be credited with truly exem- 
plary moral assertion by-declaring that 
he will have nothing to do with a per- 
formance “that idealizes law-breaking 
and makes a hero of law-breakers.’’ In 
this ethical view of the drama Mr. James 
reflects a much-needed sentiment. There 
should be a fine distinction between mak- 
ing a hero of a bad dramatic character 
an dmaking a hero of a man who made 
his reputation rabbit hunting or 
hunting on the Missouri plains. 

But there is one objection to the plans 
arranged for the theatrical debut anda 
coming tour of Mr. James. The initia) 
performance should by all means take 
place in Kansas City, the metropolis ot 
the James territory. Here such an occa- 
sion could be made a society event ot 
unique character. No doubt the boxes 


would be filled with former Missouri! offi-: 


clals, with some present officeholders ana 
a number of distingvished laymen tn the 
theater parties. Willlam H. Wallace, 
candidate for United States senate, who is 


now on a hunting trip with Mr. James in: 


the Indian Territory, wov§! surely de his 
utmost to live down his record as the 
prosecuting attorney of Jackson county 
during the James regime. The managers 
of the new star do not grasp the impor- 
tance of utilizing the best territory.

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CREED: DOCT 
ARE IN SESSION 

Revision Committee of Northern 
Presbyterians af Work 


A Different Mode of Expression 
Will Be Aimed At—Will Make 
It Clear That Infants 
Are Not “Lost.”’ 


Washington, November 28.—The pre- 
liminary work of revising the creed of the 
Presbyterian church #0 as to make it 
more popularly understood was inaugur- 
ated here today at a meeting of a section 
of the committee of twenty appointed at 
the last Presbyterian assembly to accom- 
plish this result. The section that met 
today began the preparation of a new 
statement of the doctrine of the church. 
It spent several hours in discussion, but 
no action was taken on any phase of the 
subject. Rev. Dr. Herrick Johnson, of 
Chicago, presided, and the other mem- 
bers who participated were Rey. Drs. 
Minton, of San Francisco, and Speecher. 
of Cleveland, Ohio, and Justice Harlan, 
of the United States supreme court. A 
form of statement to replace the one now 
in use was submitted, and other forms 
will likely be submitted. 

No vital changes were contemplated in 
today’s discussions, but mainly a differ- 
ent mode of expression was aimed at. It 
was recognized that the 250 years that 
have elapsed since the adoption of the 
present statement of doctrine has made 
some differences in the conceptions of the 
authorities. There was some discussion 
as to the incorporation of a statement re- 
garding the personality of God, but this 
proposition is still a tentative one. The 
section will hold another session tomor- 
row, and will meet daily until Wednesday, 
when the full committee will convene 
with a view to taking final actton. 
Whether the deliberations of the full 
committee will occupy a week or a num- 
ber of weeks Is still conjectural. The 
other sections of the committee will 
meet contemporaneously with the full 
body and frame propositions for action by 
that body. One of these will draft new 
chapters on the holy spirit and on the 
love of God and the other will make a 
slight revision of the confession of faith 
with reference to the elect infant declara- 
tions, It is felt that the present state- 
ment on this point implies that any in- 
fant dying in infancy is “‘lost,’’ from the 
standpoint of the religious future state, 
and the creed to be adopted will make it 
clear that the Presbyterian church does 
not hold the belief that those who die 
in infancy are “‘lost.”’ This change will 
be effected probaly by a specific declara- 
tory statement, though possibly by 
amending the present text.

[HUNDREDS OF HUMANITY 


IN THE DEPOT 


Thanksgiving Day Brought a Crowd That Tested 
the Old Shed’s Inadequacies to the 
Fullest Extent. 


The full inadequacy of the depot was 
demonstrated yesterday. Incoming traius 
brought thousands to see the football 
game, while outgoing trains carried hun- 
dreds of hunters to various parts of the 
state. In addition to this, several hun- 
dred Shriners left the city on the noon 
train. Travel was heavy in every direc- 
tion, and the depot, from dawn until 
midnight, was taxed to its utmost capac- 
ity. That is putting it but mildly, for 
the ‘“‘utmost capactity’’ of the depot is 
but an infinitesimal fraction of what it 
should be. ~ 

If the car shed has been crowded before, 
the word “jam” is the only ..tting way to 
express the situation yesterday. From 
early morning until late at night the 
shed was the scene of a seething mass 
of unhappy humanity. The casual visitor 
to the city who, having read of, but never 
before experiencing the inconveniences of 
the situation, was appalled at the state 
of affairs which confronted him. 

“TIT had always thought,’ said a man 
from Macon, who only visits Atlanta at 
rare intervals, ‘that you newspaper men 
had greatly overdrawn the depot’s many 
delinquencies. .I find that I am mistaken. 
In fact, you have not done the situation 
full justice. Why don’t you pitch in ana 
tell the truth. As citizens of the state 
who have frequent occasion to visit At- 
lanta, we of Macon have equal occasion 
to grumble as you. If the depot were 
located in Macon or some other town of 
like size, the situation would be different, 
but here—in a city of over 100,000 inhabit- 
ants—it is absolutely inexcusable!’”’ 

The man from Macon was right, but he 
made the usual mistake in sapposing that 
any person living in Atlanta and being 
perfectly familiar with the daily draw- 


| backs of the depot could possibly do it 


justice. Some person, familiar with other 
and better conditions, might paint the 
state of affairs in all the somber shades 
appropriate to the situation; but to ask 
an Atlantan to tell the true state of 
affaires is like asking a farmer to give 
you an accurate picture of the woodea 
landscape that unfolds itself in front o1 
him. The Atlanta is aware, in a vague 
sort of way, of the drawbacks of the de- 
pot, just as the farmer is conscious 01 
the scenes that surround him.

trains in or just preparing to enter the 
depot. Hundreds—many  hundreds—of 
people were getting off or waiting to get 
on trains. With one small entrance the 
scene was like that of a mad rush on a 
football field. Each passenger, whether 
going or coming, had an equal right of 
way, but in this case it was a question 
of might, not right! If you were a strong 
man, capable of shoving people aside and 


willing to crowd timid women and chil- 


dren out of your way'’in order to get 
through the gate, the chances are that 
you escaped without injury. But if it 
chanced that a stronger man, with an 
equal right of egress, blocked your way 
and jammed you up against the side of 
the iron grating, it’s dollars to doughnuts 
you got hurt. 

It was a mad jam at that entrance for 
fifteen or twenty minutes in the middle 
of the day. Hundreds of delicate young 
girls who came to Atlanta for the pur- 
pose of seeing the football game were 
ruthlessly pushed aside and made to 
wait by strong men who, on ordinary 
occasions, are the soul of courtesy and 
consideration, but who seem strangely 
infected by the insidious influences of 
the depot. 

As for the waiting rooms—well, one 
had only to look at the Wall street side 
of the depot to see how hopelessly inade- 
quate they were. The street was crowded 
with hundreds who had no chance to 
get beyond the threshold. Those who 
did get in were less fortunate. They 
were doomed to a siege of suffering. It 
Was a question of first come first served 
To every 
man or woman who had a seat ten were 
standing. 

Inside the actual shed trucks were 
moving rapidly in all directions and cut- 
ting off passengers from entering their 
trains. Baggage was piled many, feet 
high in front of the baggage room be- 
cause that place has long since ceased 
to be large enough to hold the hundreds 
of trunks that daily arrive in Atlanta. 

With nine trains on seven tracks and 
no one to tell you where your particular 
train was located it is small wonder that 
many were mystified. By actual count 
three men missed their trains at noon 
simply because they did not know where 
they were located. 

One thing that made the depot par- 
ticularly objectionable yesterday was the 
fact that a big ditch Is being cut through 
to the’ south. In order to reach the 
Southern train going north one has to 
cross this ditch, which is outside of the 
shed. It is not only disagreeable, but 
dangerous. The mere fact of having to 
go outside of the sned to get on @ train 
is enough to Gamn the depot. And yet 
no possible stress of circumstances cvuld 
get that track inside the shed.

While being chased by the sheriff's 
posse with bloodhounds McGhee fell and 
badly injured his knee. He suffered in- 
tensely from the injury and sought medi- 
cal aid. He called upon Dr. Watts and 
that gentleman advised-him to surrender. 

McGhee then went home, kissed his 
wife and children goodby and called up 
Sheriff Camp over the long distance tele- 
phone to come after him. 

Deputy Sheriffs Broach and Byars im- 
mediately left for Cave Spring and re-

prisoner. 

McGhee has slept in the woods for the 
past twenty-four hours and during that 
time has had nothing to eat. He has but 
little to say and at times weeps bitterly. 
He is completely broken down, physical- 
ly, and is suffering great mental torture. 

Citizens of Cave Spring offered a re- 
ward of $100 for MeGhee’s arrest and 
business in that little town has been 
practically at a standstill since the 
tragedy. 


COLONEL J. T. WHITMAN DEAD. 


He Was One of Georgia’s Pioneer 
Journalists. 

Dalton, Ga., November 28.—(Special.)— 
Colonel J. T. Whitman, one of the oldest, 
ex-editors in Georgia, died at his home at 
this place yesterday. He was born at 
Athens, Ga., and had passed the seven- 
tieth mile post in the journey, of life. 

At an early age he began his newspaper 
career as an apprentice under Albon 
Chase, publisher of the old Athens Ban- 
ner, in those days one of the leading 
newspapers in the state. Afterwards he 
engaged in various newspaper. enter- 
prises at West Point, Ringgold, Athens, 
Daiton, Ga., and Austin, Tex. 

He established The North Georgia Citi- 
zen, at Dalton, in 1850, and for more 
than thirty years conducted the business, 
which, under his management, prospered 
and flourished, the paper taking the lead 
among the country journals of the state. 

Ill health and old age caused him to 
dispose of the business a few years ago, 
since which time he had lived quietly at 
his home in Dalton. 

There are still living newspaper men 
of Georgia who will remember him, and 
who were his contemporaries, among 
whom are Colonel Nstill, of The Savannah 
News; Colonel Howell and Mr. Hemp- 
hill, of The Atlafita” Constitution, and 
Mr. Cabantiss, of The Atlanta Journal, 
and others of the city and. country press. 

With patience, resignatiom and fortitude 
he met death, having lived the life of a 
noble knight of the cross, sans peur et

Bill Will Establish the Availability 
of Sinking Fund. 

Macon, Ga., November 28.—(Specig!.)—

SHOT IN HEAD AND HEART 


Son of Deceased Died Recently from 
Effects of Poisoning—Same 
Persons Believed To Have 
Taken the Life of 
the Father. 


Nashville, Tenn., November 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—A tragedy occurred in Hustburg, 
Humphreys county, last night, when W.

Congressman Answers the Litelfield 
Reapportionment Story. 


NO SUCH BILL INTRODUCED 


Sectional Bill by Burleigh Did Not 
Give Georgia an Extra 
Congressman. 


Augusta, Ga., November 2&—(Spectal.)— 
In answer to the Littlefield reapportion- 
ment story, Congressman Fleming says: 

‘As for myself I wish to say that I 
never heard of any sueh offer from Mr. 
Littlefield or any one else until within the 
last few days. Mr. Littlefield did. not in- 
troduce any apportionment. bill .at all, 
nor did anybody else introduce one. fixing 
the number of representatives at 3386, as 
alleged. 

“The fight tn the house came on be- 
tween the Hopkins bill, as reported by 
the committee, and the substitute offer- 
ed by Mr. Burleigh, of Maine. The Hop- 
kins bill proposed no change in the mem- 
bership of the house, but under this non- 
partisan measure Maine would have ]Ost 
a congressman, 

“Burleigh offered a sentional and par 
tisan bill. increasing the house member- 
ship to 386. This bill passed, but it. gave 
Georgia no extra congressman, thougs 
386, according to the Littlefield story, 
would give Georgia one more. 

“Out of the inerease of twenty-nine 
members, the democrats got only nine, a 
very poor trade on the part of those dem- 
ocrats who voted for the Burleigh substi- 
tute.’ 

Congressman Fleming says, of course, 
Littlefield never offered Georgia a con- 
gressman for-her vote, but if he had he 
could not have carried out his part of 
the alleged proposed trade on the basis 
of an increase of one above 336, for the 
reason that the official apportionment ta- 
bles prepared by the census department 
show that on a basis of 387 there were 
twenty-six states ahead of Georgia in 
having a larger fractional number in ex- 
cess of common ratio and hence fairly 
entitled to precederice. 

He intimates .that this story, sent out 
from Atlanta in the hope of placing some 
Georgia congressmen in an untenable po- 
sition, was an attempt to infuse new lie 
into that moribund scheme to gerryman- 
der some of the congressional districts.

Some Radical Revisions Sug- 
gested in the City 
Charter. 


ONE MEMBER FAVORS 
THIRTY-SIX COUNCILMEN 


General Committee Will Get Down 
to Hard Work Next Week. 
Revised Charter Will 
Take Many 
Months, 


Chairman George Hillyer will name the 
members of the various subcommittees 
of the charter revision commission Mon- 
day afternoon. 

In all there are ten committees to be 
mamed. In view of the great importance 
of the work to be accomplished, Judge 
Hillyer decided that it would be the part 
of policy and wisdom to give plenty of 
time to the consideration of the make-up 
of the committees which are to have 
charge of the various branches of work. 

As stated in yesterday Cons‘@tution, 
Walter G. Cooper was elected secretary 
of the commission. He will have full 
charge of all reports, and will doubtless 
be provided with an office in the city hall. 

No meeting of the general committes 
will be held until after Tuesday. And at 
the present time it is impossible to say 
at what time the next meeting will be 
held. From now ‘on the principal work 
will devolve on the subcommittees. They 
will report at various times to the gen- 
eral committee, whose sessions will be 
infrequent. 

As soon es Chairman Hillyer announces 
his subcommittees, work will begin. The 
subcommittees will meet at any time cr 
place selected by the chairman. 

Contrary to original expectations, the 
revision of the charter will a matter 
of months. .ln speaking of it yesterday, 
Judge Hillyer said: ‘ 

“Judging by the amount of work before 
us, 1 should say that we will consume 
the full time allotted. I don't believe 
in going into this thing “astily, and the 
best results will be reached by waiting 
until the time expires.’’ 

Although nothing definite is known in 
regard to probable changes in the charter, 
there are all kinds of rumors afloat. One 
of them, which comes from a high source, 
is to the effect that an effort will be 
made to divide the city into twelve wards 
with three councilmen from each ward, 
and an aldermanic board of three mem- 
bers, no alderman to be eligible unless 
he has served two years in council, 

“Such a plan,” said the committee- 
man Suggesting it, ‘“‘would be a great 
thing for the city. A council of thirty- 
six men, ail serving the city without pay, 
would be absolutely beyond the possible 
taint of corruption. As for the alder- 

: manic board, two years in council would 
-—— -—ualify each member to act wisely on any 
measure that might come up.” 

Judge Hillyer is particularly anxious 
that the subject of charter revision be 
exploited in the newspapers as much as 
possible. 

“I think,’ said he, “that the free ex- 
pression of views through the press will 
do us great service, and [ hope that all 
persons having suggestions to make will 
send them to the daily papers for publi- 
cation.”’

Mrs. Julia Craig Bogs Her Friends To 
Help Her. 


HAS LIVED HERE MANY YEARS 


Helped Others in Distress and 
Wants Help Now Herself. 
She Writes a Pathetic 
Card. 


Relieving that her home is about to 
be taken from her under a mortgage 
sale, Mrs. Julia A. Craig, of No. 110 South 
Pryor street, makes an appeal through 
The Constitution for the people of At- 
lanta to come to her aid. 

Mrs. Craig has Hved-in Atlanta forty- 
four years, and is one of the old land- 
marks of the town. During the war she 
helped the confederate soldiers, and 
when the union army captured the city 
her kindly heart caused her to help the 
wounded federals. Her home-—the very 
one she asks the people. of Atlanta to 
help her save—was ever open to those 
who were in want and who were suf- 
fering. 

She claims to have signed papers for 
her husband under a misunderstanding, 
and now her home is about to be taken 
from her. 

Her plea !s a pathetic one. Her home, 
she says, is all she has left in the world, 
and the place has become sacred to her 


with the memories that have clustered 
about it for nearly half a century. The 
money with which she paid for the home 
was sent her by her father from Vir- 
ginia when she was a pwor widow before 
the war. 

The following is the plea she makes 
in a card sent to The Constitution: 

‘Te My Friends and Acquaintances in 
Atlanta: I call upon you, my @ar peo- 
ple, to help me save my little home, all 
I have on earth. It is about to be cruel- 
ly taken from me, the only shelter to cov- 
er my head in my old age. I came to 
Atlanta in 1857 with two little children 
who have long ago passed into the king- 
dom beyond the stars. I came here a 
poor widow and bought the home that 
I am about to lose from Mr. John J. 
Thrasher, known as ‘Cousin John.’ I 
married Mr. James Craig in 1868. 

“T always held my home as my own, 
and looked upon it as a sacred legacy, 
as it was bought with money sent to 
me by my father in Virginia. 

“My husband made some investments 
in lands in Pickens, Cherokee, Gilmer 


and Bartow counties. In an unguarded 
momem Mr. Craig borrowed money and 
gave a mortgage on my home. He told 
me I would never lose my home. He 
regrets now wat he did and says he 
does not know what made him doit. I 
was forced to sign the papers, but 1 
thought it was for only a part of the 
lot, and that my home would not be 
taken from me. 

“T have filed a claim for my home and 
I beg and beseech all my friends to come 
forward and testify in the courts for rée 
and tell the jury and the judge that this 
is my home. 

“T have always stood by my city and 
my peopie. When the. war. broke out I 
housed, clothed and fed the confederate 
soldiers. I cooked for them and gave 
them what I had. With other ladies I 
would go down to the Walton street 
sprig, where the soldiers were camped 
and take them food. I carried the sick 
and hungry into my home and fed them 
and nursed them for weeks at a time. 
When the confederates left Atlanta I had 
pity and compassion on the wounded 
federal officers and: nursed and “fed 
them. Dr. -Thornas, the rector of St. 
Philips church, helped me. The sur- 
geons who attended the wounded sol- 
diers in my house were Dr. Aifrei Nash, 
of Joliet, Ills., Dr. Goodman, Dr. Train. 
of Ohio, Dr. Young and Dr. Lathrop. I 
have letters from some of them. now. 

‘So you see, I did my part in helping 
others who were in distress and now I 
ask the good people of the city to help 
me in my hour of trouble: I want them 
to assist me in saving my lHttle home.

THEY PAID THE BOER’S FINE. 


Irishmen in the City Quickly Pay 
John O’Connor Out of the 
Stockade. 

When some of the patriotic Irishmen in 
the city jread the story about John O’Con- 
nor, the’ Boer soldier and exile, in yester- 
day’s Constitution, they immediately 
raised the amount of his fine, $5.75, and 

paid him out of tne stockade. 

O'Connor was tried by the recorder yes- 
terday morning and pleaded guilty to 
being intoxicated on the streets. The re- 
corder entered a fine of $5.75. The pris- 
oner did not have the money, and he was 
sent to the stockade for eleven days. 

An investigation of the man's case de- 
veloped the fact that he was a native of 
Ireland, and nad gone to’the Transvaal to 
live. He worked in the mines until the 
war broke out, when he left his wife and 
little child and fought for his country 
against what he called‘'Tyrant Engiand.”’

Gaynors against United States Marshal 
Hinkle was concluded in the United States 
supreme court last Wednesday and the 
matter is now in the hands of the court. 

The case is one of peculiar interest in 
Georgia and has been made famous 
through the many phases that have been 
presented in the various courts and the 
hard fought legal battle that has been 
waged at every turn. 

The argument this week was on the ha- 
beas corpus proceeding against Marshal 
Hinkle which were instituted in the cir- 
cuit court of the United States for the 
southern district of New York. The pro- 
ceedings were instituted when the mar- 
shal prepared to take Greene and the Gay- 
nors to Savannah* and the marshal was 
upheld, Bond was given and the case 
earried to the supreme court. 

In the argument ,Tuesday the .plaintiffs 
were represented by Colonel T. B. Felder, 
of the firm of Felder & Rountree, of At- 
lanta, with David B. Hill and Abraham 
J. Rose, of New York. The government 
was represented by Special Attorney Mar- 
ion Irwin and Salicitor General Richards. 

It was .maintained by the attorneys for 
the plaintiffs that the grand jury was 
illegally drawn by reason of the fact that 
it was drawn outside of the eastern di- 
vision of the southern district, it being 
held that the jury should have been 
drawn in the district in which the case 
was to be tried. It was also held that 
the indictment. was defective. in that It 
was too general and did not detail with 
Sufficient specification the erilme of con- 
spiracy charged, 

The case has attracted wide attention 
throughout the countrv and grew out of 
the conviction of Captain Oberlin Carter. 


“From what I hear | there is little chance 
of getting an anti-ciearette law through 
this general] assembiy,”’ remarked un Geor- 
gia traveling man at the Kimball house 
last night.

Senator Sulli- 
van tclils me the committee is ready to 
give a hearing to anvone who wants to 
be heard, and they are waiting now to 
hear from Dr. Broughton whenever he 
wishes to address them. 

“I don't know what the appointment 
of such a committee means, but 1 do 
know it is one of the most interesting 
committees that could have been select- 
ed from the senate. Senator Sullivan, 
I am told, will interrogate the witnesses 
for the benefit of the committee. That is 
one hearing at which I want to be pres- 
ent, and if | am anywhere in this neigh- 
borhood when it comes off I shall try to 
be there.” 

The proposed hearing has been a topic 
of interesting discussion in the Kimball 
house lobby for the last day or two, us a 
result of which the belief is expressed 
in certain skeptical quarters that the 
anti-cigarette bill does not stand as much 
ehance as the proverbial snowball in the 
warmer world.

Lowlow is now about 60 years of age.
